Subject:  St.  Joseph  Hospital  Storm  Relief  Sewer  - Resolution  No.  152 

Gentlemen: 

An  easement  is  required  for  the  outfall  of  the  above  mentioned  sewer.  I attach 
a drawing  of  what  is  proposed,  together  with  a picture  showing  where  it  is  lo- 
cated. I do  not  think  that  any  material  benefit  is  gained  from  the  sewer  by  the 
property  on  which  the  proposed  easement  is  located;  which  belongs  to  the  house 
to  the  left  of  the  picture. 

I should  like  to  suggest  that  at  the  condemnation  hearing,  which  has  been  set 
up  and  notices  published  for  November  12,  that  $1,000  damage  compensation  be 
awarded  the  owner  of  the  property  affected.  Also,  rather  than  to  have  to  wait 
an  additional  two  or  three  weeks  for  the  second  hearing  which  is  confirmation 
of  damages;  J would  like  to  have  a release  from  these  people  to  whom  the  money 
would  be  paid  that  we  may  start  laying  the  sewer  immediately. 


From  experience,  I prefer  to  work  on  a condemnation  method  of  obtaining  ease- 
ments rather  than  trying  to  obtain  easements.  The  main  advantage  of  this  is 
that  the  proceedings  are  in  legal  form  and  are  generally  easier  to  get  over 
the  question  of  approaching  people  and  trying  to  get  an  agreement  for  what  we 
should  like.  In  many  instances  the  person,  prior  to  giving  an  easement,  will 
stipulate  numerous  requirements  which  are  almost  impossible  to  meet  and  the 
costs  to  meet  them  more  than  the  price  which  we  are  prepared  to  pay  for  the 
easement.  Condemnation  overcomes  most  of  these  difficulties.
